But  Team  Loses  to  Wichita 
Henrys  in  Fight  For  Na¬ 
tional  Title. 

Maryville  State  Teachers  college  has 
come  next  to  achieving  the  greatest 
honor  in  the,  sport  of  basketball,  and 
undoubtedly 'the  greatest  honor  in  col¬ 
lege  basketball.'  The-  Bearcats  were  run¬ 
ners-up  in  the  National  A.  A.  U.  bas¬ 
ketball  tournament  held  last  week  In 
Convention  Hall  in  Kansas  City,  and 
lacked  only  one  basket  of  being  na¬ 
tional  champions.  The  Wichita  Henrys, 
defending  champions,  defeated  the 
Bearcats  in  the  finals  15  to  14. 

It  is  fitting  that  the  record 'of  twen¬ 
ty-four.  consecutive  victories  this  year 
over  the  nation’s  best  basketball  teams 
should  be  brought  to  a  terminus  thus, 
allowing  the  Bearcats — perhaps  the  best 
Bearcat  team  ever  to  represent  S.  T.  C. 
— to  survive  all  preliminary  rounds  of 
n  tournament  in  which  were  represented 
all  sections  ,  of  the  country  by  thirty- 
five  teams.  And  it  is  no  disgrace  that 
the  Bearcats'  finally  lost  to  the  Henrys 
by  one  point,  a  team  they  had  defeated 
by  a,  two-point,  margin  earlier  in  the 
season. 

A  Basketball  Classic. 

The  final  struggle  was  a  basketball 
classic!  which  brought  to  its  feet  time 
after  time  a  throng  of  8,000  people  who 
had  come,  to  see  the  twice-champions 
hoi  dtheir  record  against  a  much  smal¬ 
ler  but  better  organized  college  team. 
The  Henrys  were  conceded  an  advant-  . 
age.  They  were  older,  had  more  experi¬ 
ence,  and  were  considerably  taller.  On  1 
the  other  hand  the  Bearcats  were  un-  1 
defeated  and  were  backed  by  a  greater  i 
proportion  of  the  spectators.  Anything  j 
might  happen  as  the  game  began,  and 
as  fate  would  have  it, '  Wichita  was  1 
ahead  when  the  final  two  guns  sounded.
